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Belle Glade Area 
Fortunate In Its 
Storm Ravage Lass 


Thousands Sought Safety 
Out Of Town. Town In 
A Storm Shambles, 
No Loss Of Life 


Lack of mechanical power 
and time to get up and print 
a local storm story, necessac- 
ily kept the Herald from pub- 
lishing the storm story of the 
local area, so it is belatedly 
published this week, as a mat- 
ter for record. 

„The hurricane storm, which 
Was a most serious and violent 
one, with an estimated 100 
miles an hour velocity, struck 
the mainland at Ft. Lauderdale 
around 11:30 o'clock Wednes- 
day morning, winding its way 
northwestward and finally 
reached Louisiana and Ar- 
kansas, where its ferocity caus- 
ed damage even greated than 
in the Florida sector. 

"The storm here in the Glades 
area was not so severe as in 
some other hurricane visita- 
tions, for which most everyone 
was most grateful and thank- 
ful, although its ravages did 
cost a heavy property and crop 


joss. 

Dr. R. V. Allison stated that 
Experiment Station record 
showed-a 65--90 mile wind, 
but instruments could not 
measure the gusts, which he 
estimated easily reached , the 
100 mile an hour velocity. The 
north wing of the storm was 
the worst and did millions of 
dollars worth of damage to the 
east coast towns, The Glades 
were fortunate to escape with 
the losses sustained. 

The severest of the storm 
passed over Belle Glade 
tween 11 a. m: and 4:30 p. m. 
Wednesday: The rainfall was 
not so heavy or severe, al- 
though it brought on wide in- 
undation of farm lands, creat- 
ing a serious condition to the 
farm dike systems, and planted 
eropa, 

Our sister city of Pahokee 
Was fortunate that it escaped 
the full force of the storm, and 
but comparatively small dam-

Growers in the South Bay- 
Lake Harbor area are waging 
a terrific battle to keep their 
dikes intact and get the flood 
water off their land in time to 
replant a fall crop. 

John L, Evans, of Bean City, 
reports that he lost 100 acres 
of young beans as a result of 
the hurricane; but that his 
dikes are still holding. He was 
quite concerned over the fact 
that some animals were work- 
ing on his dike, and he is un- 
decided. whether it is a group 
of hogs or gators. He has set 
a watch but had not yet caught 
the maurauders in the act, 
“The grower who got out 
Saturday and replanted 40 
acre& of snap beans between 
South Bay and Lake Harbor 
faced their probable loss again 
in tho week end squally rain- 
fall. 

The Jomen Development 
Company, farming some threc 
miles below Lake Harbor ad- 
jacent to the Miami canal, has 
their land in excellent condi- 
tion with dikes infact and the 
water table down to 14 feet. 
Water level outside the dikes 
is 18.7 with flood waters pour- 
ing toward their development 
from the direction of the Su- 
garland Drainage District and 
coming from the Collabachoo- 
bee Slough. One man walks the 
dikes constantly on the lookout 
for danger of a dike break.
